We  attach  a  condensed  report  of  the  following  recommenda- 
tions: 

The  State  Highway  department  estimate  the  cost  of  Trunk 
Line  maintenance  $16,485.87.  Of  this  amount  the  State  will  pay 
one  half.  We  therefore  recommend  that  the  town  appropriate 
and  raise  $8,242.93  for  Trunk  Line  maintenance. 

We  recommend  the  amount  of  $1248.71  be  appropriated  for 
permanent  sidewalks;  $700  to  be  raised  and  the  $548.71  noAV  being 
carried  on  hand  used.  The  above  amount  to  be  used  to  build  a 
walk  on  the  north  side  of  Eailroad  street  from  Park  street  to 
Glen  Street,  and  400  feet  built  to  extend  the  present  walk  on 
.  Gorham  road  at  Cascade. 

We  recommend  the  amount  of  $1000  be  raised  to  repair  the 
Town  building  on  Androscoggin  street  now  used  by  the  American 
Legion. 

We  recommend  the  amount  of  $100  be  raised  for  a  permanent 
Christmas  tree  to  be  used  under  the  direction  of  the  Woman's 
Club. 

We  recommend  the  amount  of  $12000  be  appropriated  and  rais- 
ed for  Town  maintenance  and  that  out  of  this  amount  the  follow- 
ing  streets   be   permanently     widened,      built   and   tarred:      Park 
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street,  Pleasant  street  and  First  avenue. 

We  recommend  the  amount  of  $3000  be  raised  to  make  the 
necessary  repairs  on  the  Municipal  building. 

In  regard  to  installing  electric  street  lights  to  Eandolph  line 
on  Lancaster  road,  the  Budget  committee  do  not  wish  to  make  any 
recommendation. 

We  recommend  the  installing  of  two  Traliic  lights,  one  at  Glen 
and  Main  streets  and  one  at  Main  and  Excliange  streets;  also  suf- 
ficient stop  signals  on  all  side  streets  leading  to  Main  street,  to  he 
paid  for  from  funds  on  hand. 

We  recommend  $360.00  be  appropriated  for  Band  Concerts, 
same  to  be  taken  from  funds  on  hand. 

We  recommend  the  following  article  be  inserted  in  the  Town 

Warrant : 

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  .  the  Selectmen  to 
make  an  Ordinance  in  regard  to  parking  cars  on  Main  street  from 
Glen  street  to  Church  street,  also  Exchange  street. 

The  Budget  committee  suggests  that  some  action  be  taken  in 
regard  to  uncollected  water  rents,  that  there  be  some  limit  m^jde 
and  enforced. 

The  Committee  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $8000  be  ap- 
propriated and  raised  for  permanent  roads  on  Cascade  Hill,  same 
to  be  spent  under  the  supervision  of  the  Selectmen. 

If  no  new  projects  appear,  more  than  are  contained  in  our  bud- 
get, the  tax  rate  should  be  about  $30.00  per  $1000.

Auditors    Report 


This  is  to  certify  that  we  have  examined  the  accounts  of  the 
various  departments  of  t'he  Town  of  Gorham  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  January  31,  1929,  and  report  as  follows: 

The  receipts  of  the  Town  as  shown  by  the  books  of  the  Select- 
men  and  Town  Treasurer  were  checked  as  to  source  and  amount. 

The  disbursements  of  the  Town  as  shown  by  the  books  of  the 
Selectmen  and  Town  Treasurer  were  checked  with  the  vouchers 
and  checks  drawn.  A  few  minor  errors  were  found  in  the  bills 
and  payrolls.  All  checks  were  signed  by  at  least  two  of  the 
Selectmen  and  countersigned  by  the  Town  Treasurer.  The  money 
received  by  the  Town  Treasurer  was  deposited  in  the  White 
Mountain  National  Bank.  The  payrolls  and  bills  were  attached  to 
the  vouchers. 

The  accounts  of  the  Water  and  Sewer  Department  were  ex- 
amined and  cheeked  with  the  books  of  the  Selectmen  and  Town 
Treasurer. 

The  payrolls  ajid  bills  of  the  Highway  Department  were 
cheeked  with  the  books,  vouchers  and  checks  of  the  Selectmen 
and  Town  Treasurer,  with  exceptions  noted. 

The  accounts  of  the  Town  Clerk  were  examined  and  receipts 
checked  with  the  books  of  the  Selectmen  and-  Town  Treasurer. 

The  accounts  of  the  Town  Library  Department  were  checked 
with  .the  books  of  the  Selectmen  and  Town  Treasurer. 

The  accounts  of  the  District  Nursing  Department  were  check- 
ed with  the  books  of  the  Selectmen  and  Town  Treasurer,  with  ex- 
ceptions noted. 

The  'Complaints  and  Warrants  of  the  Municipal  Court  were 
checked  with  the  docket. 

The  accounts  of  the  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  were  checked. 
The   accounts   of  the   Agent   of  the   Municipal   Building   were 
examined  and  the  receipts  checked  with  the  books  of  the  Select- 
men and  ToAAai  Treasurer;   this  account  does  not  include  $500.  re- 
ceived by  the  Town  for  the  rooms  occupied  by  the  Masons. 

The  Tax  Collector's  account  of  the  amount  committed  for 
collection,  tlie  amount  collected  including  extra  taxes,  interest, 
on  previous  years  uncollected  taxes,  property  taxes  sold  and 
abatements   were   checked  with   the   books   of  the   Selectmen   and 
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Town  Treasurer. 

The  funds  received   by  the  various  Departments  were  turned 
over  to  tlie  Town  Treasurer  and  covered  by  proper  receipts. 
All  payrolls  were  signed  by  those  who  received  the  money.
